UR SOURCES OF THIS REPORT ARE CONCERNED THAT THIS COULD
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EXPOSE BOTH THOSE MAKING THE DEPOSITIONS AND THE INDIVIDUALS
IN JAUKL TO RETALIATION BY SECURITY FQRCES. THESE SOURCES’
FEARS ARE UNDERSTANABLE, HOWEVER WEE FEEL THAT THERE PROBABLY
IS NOT SIGNIFICANTLY HEIGHTENED DANGER TO EITHER THE DETAINEES
OR THEIR RELATIVES AT THIS POINT. THE SECURITY FORCES PROBABLY
KNEW OF THE DEPOSITIONS BEFORE THEY WERE SEIZED, AS WE STRONGLY
SUSPECT SECURITY FORCES PENETRATED THE ORGANIZATION IN
QUESTION. YET THEY DID NOT ACT ON THIS INFORMATION, AND

OUT HUMAN RIGHTS ORGANIZATIONS SOURCES HAVE FOUND ONE

BRIGHT LIGHT IN THE RAIDS. ONE TQLD US "FOR THE FIRST TIME

IN SIX MONTHS ARGENTINE MEDIA IS TALKING ABOUT HUMAN RIGHTS.
USUALLY IT JUST IGNORES THE ISSUE." MORE CLOSE TO THE POINT,
HOWEVER, IN OUR JUDGEMENT THE PUBLIC DEBATE HERE HAS CONCERNED
ITSELF WITH ARGENTINE SOVEREIGNTY AND NOT THE SUBSTANCE OF

4. ' GOA CRIES FOUL: WE ARE REPORTING ELSEHWERE THE GOA'S
